TRUSTEES MEETING 


FULL OF INTEREST 


A Big Movement for High­ 
er Education Started. 


One of the most interesting meet­ 
ings ever beld in Decatur wTas the 
gathering of county school trustees, 
called together last Saturday by D. 
J. Simpson, superintendent of educa­ 
tion for Wise county. This is one of 
the grandest moves ever inaugurated 
in this community for the upbuilding 
and advancement of the school inter­ 
ests of our county, and it is absolute­ 
ly necessary that all school trustees 
become identified with the w'ork. 
When Supt. Simpson called the 
meeting to order and stated the ob­ 
ject of the call and purposes of a 
trustees’ organization 
about 
one 
hundred trustees and friends of edu 
cation were present. 
Commissioner 
T. L. St. Clair was elected chairman 
of the meeting, and Dick Collins of 
the Messenger was elected secretary. 
Rev. Lawrence Ward, ex-president 
of the Decatur Baptist College, was 
called on for a talk, and he respond­ 
ed in a happy manner, and the splen­ 
did points made were appreciated by 
all present. 
He laid much emphasis 
on the fact that organization and co­ 
operation was necessary among trus­ 
tees of schools if these institutions 
are to prosper. 
Applause greeted 
his 
remarks concerning 
qualified 
teachers—mentally and morally. 
Mr. Stone, trustee in the Willow 
Springs community, made a short 
but interesting talk about the condi­ 
tions existing in his neighborhood. 
A new school house has recently been 
built and the outlook is promising 
for a bigger and better school. 
He 
said the trustees would take more in­ 
terest in the school than they had 
heretofore. 
Following Mr. Stone’s 
remarks C d . G. B. Pickett talked in­ 
terestingly upon the subject of chil­ 
dren’s education. The colonel paid 
a splendid tribute to the teacher, and 
warned the parents and patrons of 
the school against extending sympa­ 
thy and taking the child’s part when 
it returns home with wild and exag­ 
gerated reports about the teacher. 
He asked the trustees to stand by the 
teachers and encourage them in their 
work. 
Hon. A. D. Rogers and T. J. Mc­ 
Murray, splendid friends of the edu­ 
cational interests of Wise county, 
made speeches, and their remarks 
elicited rounds of applause. 
They 
advocated a closer relationship be­ 
tween trustee and teacher, the em­ 
ployment of well qualified instructors 
and a substantial raise in their sala­ 
ries 
After these men spoke, Supt. 
Simpson called for a few words from 
Mr. D. B.Gililland. That gentleman 
responded and said that he wa* in 
hearty sympathy with the movement 
and promised to give his aid in bet­ 
tering the conditions regarding the 
rural schools. 
Prof. Henry Barton, superintend­ 
ent of the Decatur High school, fol­ 
lowed Mr. Gililland with one of the 
most interesting talks of the meeting, 
and when he commended Supt. Simp­ 
son for stamping out politics in the 
recent institute meeting, all present 
cheered. Prof. Barton went on re­ 
cord, along with the other gentlemen 
addressing the meeting, as being op­ 
posed to teachers receiving pay while 
attending institute meetings. 
The 
next Meeting of the trustees will be 
bela in December, 
at which time a 
committee will 
submit 
resolutions 
on some need school legislation to 
Mr. Rogers, our uext representative 
in the lower bouse of the legislature.

A start as soon 
as a reasonably large area is ready 
means a gain of valuable time in han­ 
dling a large acreage. 
Wheat is right 
for cutting when the field has a slightly 
greenish hue lingering in the yellow 
There is still some life in the straw 
the heads stand up straight, and the

grain, though doughy, will fill out com­ 
pletely in the shock. The same prin­ 
ciple applies with other small grain. 
But it is safe to cut wheat with more 
sap in the straw' than can be allowed 
in oats without danger of molding. 
Old time careful shockers are soaree 
in these days. Our fathers set the bun­ 
dles down firmly Iii the stubble, pressed 
the 
heads 
together compactly 
and 
broke 
the caps 
well. 
Such 
shocks 
would turn an immense amount of rain 
and withstand high winds. Now many 
trilling hirelings must be trusted with 
this business, aud the shocks, loosely 
throw'n together with a woolly, un­ 
broken bundle carelessly slapped on 
top, turn water only until it rains and 
possibly stand up until hit by a brisk 
breeze. Stacking, too, is not so gener­ 
ally understood as it was years ago. 
The anxiety to get the entire harvest 
business finished quickly has led men 
to expose their grain to great risks 
through 
weeks of 
standing in 
the 
shock. Every farmer should learn how’ 
to stack. 
A few simple rules about starting. 
laying out the bulge, filling the middle, 
drawing in and capping govern this 
work. 
The best way to learn is to 
persuade an old, successful stacker ti 
pass bundles and direct the work. 'I he 
cost of thrashing from the shock is 
practically the same as for both stack­ 
ing and thrashing. 
Well stacked grain 
has the advantage of almost certain 
improvement in plumpness and quality 
in going through the sweat, and it is 
safe from rain. The labor of stirring 
Lot wheat and the loss from sprouting 
in the shock would far more than pay 
for the stacking. Prudent farmers are 
turning more favorably to stacking of 
late years, especially when they would 
otherwise be the last in a big ring of 
shock thrashing. 
Harvest time is crow ned in song and 
tory and poetic fancy with a glorious 
alo of beautiful inspiration and laud­ 
able achievement, says a writer iii the 
Breeder’s Gazette.

the corn raised in Illinois in 1909 had 
been shipped to market it would hate 
made 3(5.540 trains of twenty cars each. 
extending iii one unbroken line from 
Portland. Me., to a point in the Pacific 
ocean 1,000 miles west of San Frau 
cisco, or two unbroken lines extending 
from New York to Salt Lake City. 
If all the corn raised in Illinois in 
1900 had been marketed at the price 
prevailing in December it would h a v e 
brought $201,517,250, an amount sn in­ 
dent to pay the public debts of set 
enteen of the largest cities iii America.

400 bushels per acre.

shows that this is a variety of

only about half as productive as Kaffir 
corn. 
It is also inferior as a forage 
crop.

department announces that it never 
had any seed of “ chocolate corn” Re­ 
distribution and that the plants which 
have sometimes received that name 
were 
simply 
varieties of 
sorghum, 
probably in most cases the Early Am­ 
ber sorgo. 
The sale of sorghum seed in the 
south, under the name of Texas seed­ 
ed ribbon cane, by certain seedsmen 
has led to much confusion and disap­ 
pointment. 
The use of the term “ rib­ 
bon cane” is the cause of the trouble. 
since this is the popular name for the 
sugar cane of the south, which does 
not bear seed. 
The impression spread 
by advertisers of this seed was that 
they were offering a variety of the 
sugar cane which would produce seed, 
and there was a large demand for this 
seed, which, in fact, was nothing more 
than “goose neck” sorghum. 
The de­ 
mand eventually exhausted the supply 
of seed, and the seedsmen began tilling 
orders with other sorghum seed. 
The 
fraud was promptly exposed by the 
department of agriculture, but the sale 
of this seed continues. 
The depart­ 
ment urges that the name “ seeded rib­ 
bon cane” be discontinued because it 
Is misleading.

Solution of Problem Found by Iowa 
A gricultural Experim ent Station. 
, Cheaper than wood, as durable as 
concrete—that is the essence of the 
new Iowa silo devised by the Iowa 
experiment station. 
Two years ago 


the station set out to solve the silo 
problem. The result was a silo made 
of hollow tile blocks, hard burned. 
Thirteen of these silos were in prac­ 
tical operation on Iowa farms last win­ 
ter. 
In no case was an unfavorable

This will do away with the principal 
objection of the stave silo—lack of 
durability. 
Another objection to the 
stave silo is that it blows down easily 
when empty and also dries out badly. 
None of these objections applies to 
the Iowa silo. 
Concrete is ail excellent material for 
silo building. 
About the only serious 
difficulty is that expensive forms and 
skilled labor must be used. 
No forms 
are required for the Iowa silo. 
Any 
mason familiar with brickwork can 
put up one by following directions. 
Owing to tin1 air space in the walls of 
the Iowa silo, there is less freezing 
than in a single wailed concrete silo 
A double walled concrete silo is most 
effective in keeping out frost, but the 
cost is so great as to prohibit its gen­ 
eral use. 
The material for making hollow tile 
blocks is found all over the country. 
They are comparatively light, so us to 
require a 
minimum freight charge 
,wheu shipped. 
.Many of the leading 


tile manufacturers are arranging to 
make these blocks especially for silo 
construction. Others will do so upon 
demand.

FALL BERRY 
PRUNING. 


C u t t i n g A w a y of S u r p l u s W o o d G i v e s 
A d d e d S t r e n g t h to Roots. 
With the currant and gooseberry I 
recommend fall rather than spring 
pruning. I commence as soon as the 
leaves have partially fallen, trimming 
out all drooping branches to encourage 
an upright growth, all dead and dying 
wood and all sprouts except two or 
three of the strongest for renewing the 
fruiting wood. 
In removing the sprouts I prefer 
pulling them rather than cutting them 
off close to the ground, and where they 
do not come off easily with a good, vig­ 
orous pull I remove the soil at the base 
of the sprout and cut it off as low as 
possible. After the bush is trimmed 
and all grass, roots aud weeds re­ 
moved, mound up a little, covering ail 
exposed rootlets. This operation servos 
as a fall hoeing and is much easier 
done then than In the spring, w h e n the 
grass and weeds have more strongly 
fastened their roots in the ground. 
This pruning away of all surplus wood

ANT PROOF HIVE STANDS. 


Concrete Bases W hich Balk the Efforts 
of the A p iarists’ Pests. 


Every beekeeper has more or less 
trouble with ants that gain entrance 
to the hives. 
They are not only a 
nuisance, but a cause of loss as well, 
says Farm and Fireside. 
At the request of a beekeeper the 
stand illustrated in Fig. I, which gave 
excellent satisfaction, was designed. 
The hive is placed in the center of it, 
entirely surrounded by a groove or 
channel in the concrete, which may be 
Ailed with oil or water, thus making it 
an impossible barrier to ants and small 
vermin, while the part on which the

hive rests is made large enough so that 
the bees have ample room to alight 
and enter the hive without coming in 
contact with the protective composi­ 
tion in the channel. 
The entire stand is made of concrete 
in an easily prepared homemade mold, 
which enables them to be built at a 
cost of less than IO cents each, which 
is as low as any good stand may be 
built. Furthermore, the concrete stand 
is everlasting and ornamental. 
To make the mold a board is pre­ 
pared for the bottom or pallet as larg? 
as the entire stand is to be. 
Upon 
this a three-fourth inch strip is nailed 
so that it readies entirely around the 
edge of the pallet one inch in from the 
outside edge, as shown in Fig. 2. This 
molds the channel or groove in the top 
of the stand for the oil or water. Four 
boards are now prepared long enough 
to reach entirely around the outside 
edge of the pallet. 
These are seven 
inches high, which makes the stand 
six inches high when a board one inch 
thick is used for pallet. 
These four boards are cut out in the 
center by sawing into them three 
inches at a point six inches from each 
end and breaking out this piece to 
make them tile form illustrated, which 
permits the legs to be easily molded. 
These boards when finished are hinged 
together at three corners, and the 
fourth corner fastens with a hook and 
eyelet, so that when the work is mold­ 
ed the form may be unhooked at one 
corner and folded back from the work. 
The concrete is filled into form and 
tamped down solid up to the top edge 
of the cut out part of the side molds. 
Then a form is made by nailing two 
seven inch boards together at right au-

gles. These are three inches wide and 
are laid on the concrete already placed 
at each corner, so that a square form 
is made there, into which the concrete 
is tamped, thus molding the legs to 
the stand, as illustrated in Fig. I. 
A number of these stands can be 
molded in a day, It being possible to 
provide several pallets and use one set 
of outside and leg forms on all of 
them.
